Dr. Tilney, one of the foremost 
authorities on«the brain, has juat 
completed a comparative'racial study 
of the brains of apes and men. The 
study made at the special request of| 
Henry Fairfield Osborn, president of 
thaAmerican Museum of Natural H's 
tory, strongly supports the theory 
that man Is descended from the 
|sreat apes. a 

Al} of the museum's apecimens 
representative of the men and apes; 
;Who HMved hundreds. of thousards of: 
years 2g0 were submitted to Dr; Til- 
ney. As one of his conclusions, lie 
states: “That there was a definite 
pre-human stock, capable of produc- 
ing both anthropoid and man, can- 
not be disputed.” 

“When thé brains of all the pre- 
historic men we know are placed 
side by side, there Is not a question 
of doubt about this progress and «de- 
velopment which Is sufficlent to con- 
vince the most skeptical,” Dr. Tilney 
added. “There Is a definile in- 
crease In the width of the brain, -ex- 
panding those areas which have to 
do with sensation and part of the 
brain which has to ao with the Nigh- 
er facuHies of reason and judgtrent. 

“There can be little doubt that 
the progress of humanity haz rub 
parallel. with the growth of the 
brain.

of Belleville, Canada, the circus lot, a fitting plage for a tived 
trouper to rest. X 

The occasion was made somewhat of a ceremony by circus 

folk who are strong for spectacle and who had a genuine respect 
for this great animal who had done his little bit day in and day 
out with ability and good humor, mado just one little mistake 
through the fault of some one elso and paid for it with his life.

a point In Britaln that the Govern- 
ment.has brought down a bill to curb 
it, and.the bil has been given sec 
ond reading in the House of Com- 
mons. its most drastic provision Is 
that which makes surcharge debts 
tecoverable by the same process as 
civil debts; that is, a councillor who 
recelyes an illegally high salary, may 
tind himself in court compelled to 
surrender not merely his goods but 
all his property to repay the taxpay- 
era. ° The only difference ia that 
while the civil debtor may bo impris- 


joned, no imprisonment is © provided 


for the surcharge debtor. 

Suspiclously high expenditure. by 
local authoritiesAs known as “'Rop- 
fariem,” .after the exploits of the 
notorious borough of Poplar, In Lon- 
don. The chief form In which Pop- 
larism breaks out Is in surcharges — 
illegally high salaries to civic em- 
ployees, ranging from the councillor 
down to the street cleaner. The g0- 
vernment’s bill provides that when 
an auditor’has certified a councillor 
or guardian has 
than $2,500—has received more than 
$2,500 over and above reasonable re- 
muneration — then the same coun- 
cillor or guardian shall be disquali-' 
fled for five yearn from sitting on any 
local governing body. 

When tho surcharge amounts to 
$2,500 or less there will be right 
of appeal only to the minister of 
health. Formerly appeal could be 
made to the courts. ‘
